The House of Lords today re- 
jected one part of the Governnient’s 
agricultural land utilization bill 
which had been approved by the 
House of Commons, and the possi- 
bility of a major struggle between 
the two Houses appeared to be con- 
siderably increased. 

Today’s vote was 82 to 31, a ma- 
jority of 51 against the Govern- 
ment.

TOKIO, May 7.—A chimney 
sitter who ascended a smoke stack 
at the Japan Dyeing & Weaving 
Works here nearly a week ago and 
announced he would not come 
down until the employes there had 
won their hunger strike, is not 
meeting with the success a contem- 
porary had. 

Kiyoshi Tanabe recently won a 
strike when his chimney-sitting 
threatened to conflict with a rigid 
Japanese custom forbidding a sub- 
ject to take a position higher than 
that of the Emperor.

Joining Dr. H. L. Russell, former 
dean of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Wisconsin, in the_be- 
lief that the problem for world 
farmers is to readjust production to 


|needs, Falter said it was “obvious 


that the world-wide agricultural 
crisis may only be solved by inter- 
national means based on a world- 
wide scale.” 

The proposed agreement, he said. 
should “encompass on one hand 
the adaptation of the nroduction to 
the consumption through organiz- 
ing such production with a view to 
its regulation. and on the other 
should aim at a proper organiza- 
tion of commerce in order to avoid 
unnecessary disturbances of the 
markets through diverse actions 
and individual methods.” 

Soviet Participation Necessary. 

Such a plan would not be feasi- 
ble without Soviet participation, he 
said, adding: 

“Irrespective of the final result 
which Russia may attain by its 
planned economic and agricultural 
activity, the effect of such an ac- 
tivity, without the slightest doubt, 
must make it impossible for the 
world, as long as it remains in its 
present disordered condition, to 
check the actual crisis.” 

Russell said no country would at- 
tempt to limit its acreage unless re- 
strictions were applied by others. 
The recent international conference 
at Rome, he added, “ran into trou- 
ble in this-particular”’ when the So- 
viets refused to restrict their 
wheat. 

“The obvious way to get rid of a 
surplus,” he continued, “would be 
to reduce production, but restriction 
of acreage is easy to resolve about 
and difficult, if not impossible, to 
enforce by governmental action.”’ 

Assails Farm Legislation. 

Russell assailed Federal farm re- 
lief as temporary, artificial stimu- 
lation that only postpones inevita- 
ble readjustments and a permanent 
cure, 

What the farm world wants is a 
“moratorium on nature’s opera- 
tions for a year,” he said. 

He warned of Russia's “limitless 
possibilities for expansion,” espe- 
clally in grain farming. 

“Russia is eagerly utilizing the 
very latest of scientific knowledge 
to enlarge her agricultural possi- 
bilities,” he said. “With feverish

Reardon, who has admitted fir- 


ing the shots that killed Sterling 
Huxtable, construction foreman, in 
East St. Louis last-Nov. 17, has 
pleaded self-defense. It was the 
contention of the State that he and 
Mrs. Huxtable planned the murder, 
but there was no testimony to sup- 
port the allegation. 
“A Matter of, Law.” 

| Judge Borders told the jury that 
in view of the circumstances” it 
becomes the duty of the court to 
grant the motion (for a verdict of 
acquittal) as a matter of law, but 
not of justice.” 

Preyiously, after listening in the 


and the State’s opposing argument, 
Judge Borders made an address 
from the bench directed at Mrs. 
Huxtable that paid tribute to the 


prosecutors and before conclusion 
took on the aspect of a sermon. 

“I am inclined,” said the Judge, 
“to think the contention of defense 
coupsel is correct. We can’t con- 
jecture people into the penitentiary. 
Mrs. Huxtable is not on tri: for 
adultery, or for deserting her chil- 
dren for the sake of her paramour. 
This is no fault of the State’s At- 
torneys and their vigorous prose- 
cution. 

He Commends Prosecutor. 

“T want to especially commend 
Curt Lindauer, who was in charge 
of the prosecution. 

“The chances afe this woman is 
just as guilty as the defendant, 
Keardon, but We can’t guess or 
conjecture her into the peniten- 
tiary. 

“In granting the motion, the 
Court does not find her innocent. 
Maybe she should be charged with 
other offenses. She has been in 
jail already and punished and paid 
a very dear price for her glamorous 
honeymoon with her paramour, 

“Every year that passes she will 
suffer more and more for the love 
of her children, that she cast aside 
for romance. But before Mrs. Hux- 
table can be convicted of murder, 
the prosecution must produce facts. 
But failing to have done so, it be- 
comes the reluctant and certain 
duty of the Court to grant the mo- 
tion of counsel for Mrs. Huxtable 
and it will be granted and the jury 
instructed to return a verdict of not 
guilty.’ 

Nolle Pros Denied.

Conferences Continue, 
Company Insisting It Will 
Put New Scale Int> Effect: 
June 1. 


A request that W. D. Mahon, in- 
ternational president of the Street 
Car Men’s Union, come to St. 
Louis immediately in an effort to 
settle the wage dispute between 
the Public Service Co. and its union 
employes, was made today by of- 
ficers of the Jocal union, No. 788. 

The communication to Mahon 


asks that he meet the local officers 
prior to a regular meeting of the 
union members next Monday when 
the question of taking a strike vote 
will be discussed. A reply to the 
message is expected later in the 
day from Mahon, whose head- 
quarters are at Detroit. 

As has been told, the company 
has notified the union that’ the 
present working agreement expires 
at midnight May 19, and that it 
proposes to cut wages up to 10 per 
cent contingent on its ability to 
earn interest requirements. At a 
recent mass meeting at which Stan- 
ley Clarke, president of the com- 
pany, was a speaker, the union 
voted unanimously to reject the 
proposal. 

“Situation Serious.” 

At a conference yesterday union 
officers told Clarke that “a seri- 
ous situation is impending as a re- 
sult of the proposed wage reduc- 
tion.” 

Harry M. Nelson, president of 
the union, told Clarke that the 
men could not afford a_ reduction 
of pay and that the company was 
not justified in taking employes’ 
wages to pay interest. Nelson sug- 
gested that the commpany § devise 
some other plan to pay its interest. 

Clarke replied that, in his opin- 
fon, the plan was justified and 
would not be withdrawn. He called 
attention to the continued decrease 
in number of car riders and in rev- 
enue, and the necessity for meeting 
interest requirements. He _ said, 
however, he was willing to hold 
further conferences with the men. 
His only statement to reporters 
was that the plan would be put 
into effect June 1 for all officers 
and employes of the company, 
who number 4800. If operated to 
the full 10 per cent, the annual 
saving in wages would approximate 
$900,000, 

At a meeting next Monday the 
3550 union employes will ap- 
prove or reject a motion tc take a 
strike vote. In the event of ap- 
proval a date will be set for vot- 
ing. The vote is taken in a man- 
ner similar to a municipal election, 
each man receiving a ballot, which 
he marks and drops into a locked 
box. The vote is secret so far as 
the identity of the individual voter 
is concerned. Officers of the un- 
ion count the ballots and announce 
the result. 

Mayor Blocked Strike In 1928. 

In 1928 the union voted to strike 
for a 5-cent-an-hour wage increase. 
Mayor Miller intervened and ob- 
tained the necessary consent of 
both parties to submit the dispute 


to the State Public Service Com- 
mission for arbitration. Nearly a 


year elapsed before the commis- 
sion made a decision granting 
the men 2 cents an hour more pay. 
The delay and the smaliness of the 
advance allowance caused union 
men to criticise the décision. 

B. M. Marshman, a commission- 
er of conciliation, United States De~ 
partment of Labor, on a recent 
visit to St. Louis, offered the serv- 
ices of the Department to mediate 
the dispute. This service can be 
rendered only at the invitation of 
the parties concerned. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
company officers if the proposed 
wage adjustment would in fact en- 
able the company to meet its in- 
terest requirements for 1931. The 
officers declined to discuss that 
phase of the situation. 

The company’s gross operating 
revenue for the first 16 weeks of 
this year declined $$,017,482 as 
compared with the corresponding 
period of a year ago. This was an 
average of 16.4 per cent, or $63,- 
592 a week. 

What the Figures Indicate. 

If the business should continue 
on this lower leve] throughout the 
vear it would mean a reduction of 
$3,306,784 in revenue. The gross 
operating revenue for 1930 was 
$18,705,380. A reduction of §$3,- 
306,784 would bring it down to 
$15,398,596 in 1931. Operating ex- 
penses last year, including taxes 
and depreciation at the rate’ 
charged by the company amounted 
to $16,501,638 and interest and 
debt expense to $1,851,109. Thus 
total expenses, including interest 
requirements, were $18,352,647. 

In case operating revenue does 
not increase abdéve the present low 
tide it would fall short of last 
year’s outlay by $2,944,051. The 
proposed wage readjustment would 
save approximately $900,000 and 
property taxes will be about $116,- 
"9 lower.

PREDICTS SOVIET 
WILL PASS U. 5. IN 
ELECTRIFICATION 


Head of 10-Year-Plan Com- 
mittee Says 60,000,000 
Kilowatts Will Be Devel- 
oped by That Time. 


By the Associated Press. . 
MOSCOW, May 7.—In the next 
10 years Soviet Russia wil have 
developed 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 
kilowatts of electrical power, G. I. 
Lomoff, president of the Commit- 
tee for Preparation of the new 10- 
year electric plan, told a confer- 
ence of electrical engineers today. 

In that period, he predicted, the 
Soviet Union will have surpassed 
the United States in electrification 
projects. The new plan will go 
into operation early next year. 

The first 10-year plan originated 
by Lenin is practically completed 
so far as total kilowatts is con- 
cerned, he said, but in some cen- 
ters the schedule fell far behind. 
That plan called for 1,750,000 kilo- 
watts, with 30 district power plants. 

The total was attained but cer- 
tain shifts in the schedule gave the 
agricultural areas only 50,000 kilo- 
watts whereas a million had been 
assigned to those districts. : 

Development in agricultural 
areas was retarded also, he explain- 
ed, because the peasants were re- 
luctant to co-operate and because 
collectivization of the farms was 
delayed. 

In the next five years, Lomoff 
said, Russia expects to exceed the 
United States with production of 
150,000,000 tons of oil, 450,000,000 
tons of coal and 60,000,000 tons of 
pig iron. 

“These figures sound fantastic,” 
he said, “but they will be found 
to be of solid substance. We are 
forging ahead in deeds, not in 
words.” 

“Russia. has purchased most of 
its electrical machinery from the 
United States and Lomoff en- 
visioned a huge market during the 
next 10 years.

search institutes, experimental sta- 
tions and breeding fdrms. Her 
scientists are combing the earth 
for new crops and new methods.” 
As for farm tariffs, Russell said 
America had acted no differently 
than other countries, Germany 
having raised its duty on wheat 
more than 230 per cent in the last 
16 months, so that today it is $1.62 
a bushel, or nearly twice the world 
price. He also recalled that the 
French duty had been increased 
by 400 per cent in less than four 


years. 
“Under the guise of relief - to 
agriculture, -higher and higher 


tariff walls have been built,” he 
said. ‘These tariff barriers, .. 
have caused numerous reprisals on 
the part of other countries, making 
international exchange increasingly 
difficult.” 

Discussion on Merchandising. 
Lord Luke of Pavenham, British 
financier, and D. F. Kelly, presi- 
dent of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association of America, dis- 
cussed merchandising and distri- 
bution. 

Lord Luke stressed the import- 
ance of distribution economy. He 
said this was ‘“‘more evident today 
when wage earners on short time 
or in some countries—the dole re- 
ceivers—are having to consider 
every cent before they spend it.” 
To be perfect, he added, distri- 
bution systems should provide de- 
livery to the consumer at the low- 
est possible addition to the cost of 
manufacture. 

As purchasing agent for the com- 
munity, Kelly said, the merchant 
should study the wants of his cus- 
tomers and then canvass domestic 
and foreign markets to find the de- 
sired goods. 

Because many goods wanted in 
this country are produced abroad, 
he said, American industry op- 
poses any change in the foreign 
valuation basis of ad valorem tar- 
iff~, a subject now being investi- 
gated by the Tariff Commission. 
“Tf such a radical change were 
made in our tariff ctructure,” he 
said, “it would discourage mer- 
chants from purchasing abroad be- 
cause Of the handicap and uncer- 
tainty under which they would la- 
bor.” 

Ferruccio Lantini, president of 
the National Confederation of Com- 
merce of Italy, said: ‘‘Economic 
science, which has already studied 
and continues to study the mechan- 
ism of industrial and agricultural 
production, should thoroughly ex- 
amine that of commercial enter- 
prises with a view to determining 
distribution costs on the same lines 
as has been done for production 
costs.”’

While in the Recorder’s office, 
he studied law at Washington Uni- 
versity and received his degree in 
1902, taking up the general prac- 
tice of law. Active in RepuDBlican 
politics, he became Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney in 1907. 

In 1911 he was elected Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
serving for two years. He was 
elected Circuit Judge in 1916, 1922 
and 1928. Gov. Caulfield will ap- 
point a Judge to serve until Jan. 
1, 1933. In November, 1932, a suc- 
cessor will be elected to serve the 
remainder of the unexpired term, 
which ends Jan. 1, 1935. 

During his judicial career, Judge 
Falkenhainer satin all branches of 
the Circuit Court, achieving a rep- 
utation among lawyers and politi- 
cians for high integrity. He was 
particularly strict in the matter of 
bail bonds and was loath to excuse 
citizens from jury service. 

Taken Ill in February 

His last assignment was as Judge 
in Division No. 8, a civil court. He 
had been trying cases in February 
when he became ill with hives. La- 
ter, pneumonia developed and it 
was not until the first Monda: of 
April that he was able to return to 
his court. 

He summoned jurors for service 
but suffered a relapse and was 
taken home. Last week he com- 
plained of internal pains and was 
moved to the hospital, where an 
exploratory operation disclosed the 
seriousness of his condition. His 


wife, Mrs. Lulu Schirr Falken- 
hainer, was at his bedside when 
he died. 


Judge Falkenhainer married in 
1894. He is survived by his widow, 
a son, August H. Falkenhainer, in- 
Surance dealer, and a brother, 
Henry F. Falkenhainer, a musi- 
cian and conductor of the Police 
Band. 

Active in Masonry, he had been 
honorary inspector general of the 
thirty-third degree, grand master 
of Missouri Masons and potentate 
of Moolah Temple.

In 1915, when she was living in 
Fort Smith, Mrs, Edmondson suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown, ac- 
cording to Zeppenfeld, and was 
placed in St. Vincent’s Sanitarium, 
St. Louis County, by her husband, 
The husband died in 1925, leaving 
a will appointing an Arkansas at- 
torney as executor and trustee of 
the estate, with directions to use a 
part of the income to maintain his 
wife in the sanitarium. The resi- 
duary estate was left to the pastor 
of a Fort Smith Catholic Church 


for the construction of a boys’ 
school. 

After Edmondson’s death, Mrs. 
Edmondson’s sister, Mrs. Mary 


Coughlan, sought Zeppenfeld’s aid 
in releasing her from the sanitar- 
ium, the trustee meanwhile hav- 
ing become her guardian. Under, 
Zeppenfeld’s advice, the sister v‘s- 
isted Mrs. Edmondson on the 
grounds of the sanitarium in 1926 
and took her for an automobile 
ride from which they simply failed 
to return to the institution. 


Through Zeppenfeld, Mrs. Ed- 
mondson successfully prosecuted a 
claim to one-half her husband's es- 
tate as her dower right. Protract- 
ed litigation resulted after the 
death of the executor in a suit by 
the executor’s widow, successor ex- 
ecutrix, to construe the trust un- 
der Edmondson’s will. Mrs. Ed- 
mondson filed a cross-complaint in 
equity and the recent decision at 
Fort Smith ensued. 

Under this interlocutory decree, 
according to Zeppenfeld, Mrs. Ed- 
mondson’s dower right was af- 
firmed as well as her right to the 
income from the other half of the 
estate during her life. The inter- 
locutory decree will become final, 
subject to appeal, after the report 
of a special master appointed to 
hold an accounting of the disposi- 
tion of the estate’s income by the 
trustee. Mrs. Edmondson contends 
that she is entitled also to half the 
income which she did not receive, 
plus interest from the other half. 
She received $15 a week during her 
stay in the sanitarium, Zeppenfeld 
said, and since her release has re- 
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ceived $150 a month. |

DR. KELLEY'S STORY - 
TO POLICE GIVEN 


Transcript of Examination Adds 
Little to Previous Accounts 
of Kidnaping. 


The transcript of the examina- 
tion of Dr. I. D. Kelley, kidnaped 
physician, who was questioned by 
St. Louls police officials and Sher- 
iff Lill of St. Louis County Ilast 
Saturday, was given to the. press to- 
day by the Sheriff and by Chief of 


Police Gerk. 

Dr. Kelley's statement added lit- 
tle to the detailed account of his 
abduction and captivity which he 
gave the Post-Dispatch on Tuesday 
of last week, after the kidnapers 
released him to John T. Rogers of 
the Post-Dispatch news staff. 

Answering queries, he estimated 
that the motor trip from his Iast 
place of captivity to the point 
where he met Rogers near East St. 
Louis consumed about half an 
hour. He expressed the opinion 
that he was not more than 40 or 
50 miles from the city at any time, 
and that most of the long trips by 
automobile were in Missouri. 

Asked to describe the man who 
stepped into his automobile after 
luring him to Davis place, in Clay- 
ton, Dr. Kelley said: “His hat was 
pulled down over his head and he 
had on a big Ught coat which I 
thought was a raincoat. From the 
light in my car I thought he had a 
light hat oni.’ 

During the ensuing mde, in 
which Dr. Kelley drove the auto- 
mobile while the man held @ re- 
volver against his side, the kid- 
naper said, “I suppose you know 
why you are here.” 


“IT said, ‘No.’” Dr. Kelley told 
the police. “He said, ‘You are 
here for $250,000.’ I said, ‘I he- 


lieve you must have been disin- 
formed.’ ”’ 
To reach the fourth and last 


house in which he was held for 24 
hours, Dr. Kelley related, the kid- 
napers “drove the shortest distance 
of any distance, over fields, be- 
cause the road was so bumpy that 
it felt to me like we were going 
over curbstones.” 

“Have you any idea who put the 
finger on you?” he was asked. “No 
I can’t figure that,” he replied. 

The man who called Dr. Kelley 


from his Portland place home with _ 


a fake sick call said the doctor had 
been recommended by Dr. Ballen- 
ger of Chicago. Dr. Kelley told 
his questioners he met Dr. Ballen- 
ger once at a conference of phy- 
sicians at Rochester, Minn.,  re- 
called receiving a reprint of an ar- 
ticle by the Chicago doctor some 
months ago, but did not remember 
ever mentioning Dr. Ballenger’s 
name to any patient.

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE ATTACKS 
LABOR’S DEMAND FOR BEER 


‘Declares Return of Liquor Would 


‘Increase Unemployment and 
Would Not Help Farmer. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, May § 17.—The 
Anti-Saloon League declared in a 
statement today “the position of 
the American Federation of Labor 
relative to the return of beer ” 
unsound in three respects.”* 

‘The legalization of beer,” the 
statement says, ‘“‘would instantly re- 
sult in a sharp decrease in the pur- 
chase of other commodities, there- 
by promptly throwing from three 
to ten times more out of employ- 
ment than the number to whom 
employment might be given by 
beer. 

“Beer would not increase the de- 
mand for grain and thus help the 
farmer. Government records show 
that the amount of grain used by 
all the distilleries and breweries for 
all purposes during 1917, the last 
normal wet year, was 2,500,000,- 
000 pounds less than the increased 
consumption of grain used as steck 
feed to produce the 212 pounds ex- 
tra milk per capita consumed an- 
nually under prohibition. 

“Beer would not promote tem- 
perance. In the old days, while 
Hinky Dink’s places in Chicago 
were selling a quart of beer for a 
nickel, the consumption of whisky 
was as high as ever.”

He was president of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, Survey Associates 
and the National Housing Associa- 
tion. He was also honorary pres- 
ident of the Welfare Council of 
New York and was vice president 
of the American Red Cross and 
the State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion. For 50 years he was general 
counsel and vice president of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey. 

With his wife in 1922 he erect- 
ed the American wing of the Metro- 
politan Museum. 

De Forest is survived by a widow, 
two sons and two daughters. The 
funeral] will be held tomorrow.

When a boy flying kite# in 
Washington Square, New York, 
Robert Weeks de Forest had been 
impressed by the poverty of chil- 
dren playing in the square.

-CHARLESTON, Ill, May %— 
Opening hearing on’ 16 indictments 
which the State Fire Marshal, F. 
L. Legreid, said would break up the 
“most successful arson ring in IIi- 
nois in 20 years,” Circuit Judge 


Bristow yesterday advised defense 
attorneys that no indictment would 
be invalidated by the fact two 
women served on the grand jury. 

Nine of those indicted, including 
George A. Kizer, former Mattoon 
Mayor, pleaded not guilty and will 
go to trial May 25. Kizer was re- 
leased on $20,000 bond. 

The specific charge against Kizer 
involves burning of his garage in 
Mattoon Dec 22, 1930. He was 
indicted four times. 

Mrs. J. O. Stevens, Mattoon real 
estate broker, indicted once, was 
released on $5000 bond. 


owner, was indicted for the burn- 
ing of nine cottages at Paradise 
Lake, Jan. 28, 1931, and James 
Veach was indicted for complicity. 
It is charged that the person who 
set fire to the cottage intended to 
fire Throm’s cottage only, but 
couldn’t identify it, so set fire to 
all nine, to make sure of getting 
the right one. 

Six persons indicted for arson by 
the mixed grand jury have pleaded 
guilty and been sentenced, to terms 
ranging from one to 10, to one to 
‘20 years. 

While as yet unable to name the 
ring leader, or to accurately identi- 
fy members among those indicted, 
Deputy Fire Marshal T. E. Abrams 
said the marshal’s office had been 
after the ring since 1911.

Gen. Butler Says He Was Spy 


For President Wilson in Mexico 
When Huerta Was in Power 


Declares That He Got Drunken Ruler to Sign 
Order Giving Him Entrance Into 
Forts in Mexico City. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—Ma- 


jor-General Smedley  D. Butler 
Served in 1914 in Mexico as a spy 
obtaining information for Presi- 


dent Wilson at a time when rela- 
tions with the Mexican Govern- 
ment headed by Victoriano Huer- 
ta were strained. 

Butler posed as a bibliophile, an 
eccentric entomologist, a capital- 
ist, a secret service operative, an 
author and an accountant. 

While intoxicated, Huerta signed 
an order giving the Marine offi- 
cer authority to enter every army 
barracks in Mexico City. The mis- 
sion won Butler his first congres- 
sional medal of honor. 

Gen. Butler told the story last 
night in addressing the annual 
dinner of the Unity Stores Asso- 
ciation. 

Posing as a detective looking 
for a murderer from Ohio who 
was thought to have joined the 
Mexican Army, Butler said he 
gained the confidence of one of 
Huerta’s aids. This aid finally ob- 
tained for him an audience with 
President Huerta in Chapultepec 
Palace, 

“This yarn hasn't hitherto been 
published,”’ Butler said, “so I don’t 
know whether the Mexican Am- 
bassador to the United States will 
take a shot at it or not. I sup- 
pose before telling it, I really 
ought to jump down to Mexico 
City and see if the Palace really 
is there.”’ 

The Geneéral referred to the re- 
cent “Haitian incident” in which 
the Haitian Minister to the United 
States said he did not know of the 
existence of Fort Riviere, a Haitian 
stronghold, for the capture of 
which Butler and two of his men 
received congressional medals of 
honor. 

Mission Ordered by Wilson. 

Gen, Butler said his secret mis- 
tion to Mexico was ordered by 
President Wilson and that it was 
necessary because the exact mili- 
tary strength which Huerta could 
put in the field, together with the 
defenses of the city, was unknown 


to Ameftican military commanders. 
He said war with Mexico then was 
imminent because of the “Vera 
Cruz incident.” 

Butler added that Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, then charge d’af- 
faires at the United States Embas- 
sy in Mexico City, had assisted him 
in his mission. He stated that he 
had gone on the mission at the 
special behest of President Wood- 
row Wilson, who had wanted in- 
formation that would ,make possi- 
ble the protection of Americans if 
there were fighting. 

“That,” said the speaker, “was 
in the days when this Government 
would protect American citizens in 
foreign countries.”’ 

In the guise of a capitalist he 
went to Mexico City. There 
O’Shaughnessy introduced him as 
“Mr. Johnson” to Mexican officials 
and newspaper men. 

Huerta in Bed, Drunk. 

“I was led into the President’s 
room,” Butler said. “Old Huerta 
was in bed, drunk. I sat down on 
the edge of the bed. I told him 
how if he helped me catch the 
murderer he would be helping the 
whole United States and that Pres- 
ident Wilson might recognize his 
Government as a consequence of 
the act. 

“This sounded good to him and 
he signed an order that permitted 
me to enter every one of the 23 
or 24 garrisons in the city and in- 
spect every man at close range. 
While in the garrisons I found 
plenty of time to note all the ar- 
rangements and the amount of mu- 
nitions and artillery on hand.” 

Later Butler wanted to enter 
Chapultepec Castle outside the 
city. 

“O'Shaughnessy and I,” he said, 
“finally bluffed officials into let- 
ting us in. While there I got a 
g00d look at the silver furniture 
in the rooms formerly occupied by 
Archduke Maximilian.”’ 

Butler said he also got into the 
fort in the rear of the palace by 
a ruse he had used on several oc- 
casions. He pretended he was 
chasing a butterfly with his hat 
aor 8 net and ran inside the gates.

SENATOR LEWIS WANTS U. S. 
TO QUIT LENDING ABROAD 


Suggests Deferring Payment of 
Liberty Bonds to Relieve Tax- 
payers’ Burden. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 7.—Senator 
James Hamilton Lewis proposed 
last night that the United States 
cease iending money to foreign 
governments and extend the time 
for paying Liberty Bonds in an ef- 
fort to relieve the “burden” of the 
American taxpayer. 

Spcaking at a dinner given in his 
honor by the Chicago Bar Associa- 
tion, Senator Lewis pointed to a 
Treasury deficit which he said 
amounted to approximately $1,000.- 
(00,000 and to Liberty Bonds of 
$3,000,000,000 due in 1931. 

“This threatens a tax and a drain 
on the American of such propor- 
tions as to bankrupt his business, 
destroy his credit, close down his 
establishment and lock the gates of 
bis manufacturers.” 

To remedy the situation, Senator 
Lewis suggested that the nation 
and its financiers stop lending 
money to foreign governments. He 
proposed that in case of real need. 
on the part of an appealing nation, 
this country advance the supplies 
which otherwise would huve been 
bought with American money. 

He further proposed that the 
United States “cut off and cut 
away the excess $1,000,000,000 of 
taxes caused by the superfluous 
government machinery and po- 
litical bureaus.”

HUGHES SUGGESTS 
IMPROVEMENT IN 
CRIME STATISTICS 


They Should Be Gathered 
by ‘‘Adequate Organiza- 
tion” in Justice Depart- 
ment, He Says. 


MAJOR DEFECTS 
IN CLASSIFICATION 


G. W. Wickersham Calls 
on American Law Insti- 
tute to Aid in Fight on 
Law Violation. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.+-Chief 
Justice Hughes recommended. to 
the American Law Institute today 
that “an adequate organization” be 
maintained in the Department of 
Justice for the collection and ar- 
rangement of criminal statistics. 

George W. Wickersham, chair- 
man of the Law Enforcement 
Commission, who preceded _ the 
Chief Justice as a speaker, urged 
the institute to begin an intensive 
study of criminal law with a view 
to aiding in the fight on crime. 

Hughes said the criminal statis- 
tics published by the Government 
had been severely criticised in a 
report of the Law Enforcement 
Commission. 

“There are major defects with 
respect to classification,”” Hughes 
said. ‘There are serious omissions 
in relation to the disposition of 
cases. The bases selected are such 
as frequently tend to mislead 
rather than to give an accurate 
view. The recommendation is 
made that there should be a cen- 
tral statistical bureau. 

Urges Change in System. 

“The report makes it evident, as 
it seems to me, that we can expect 
but slight, if any, improvement in 
our statistical methods unless an 
adequate organization is main- 
tained for this purpose in the De- 
partment of Justice, with a super- 
vising staff through which accu- 
rate, comprehensive and uniform 
statistics can be obtained. Pending 
such an organization, some im- 
provement may be possible, but I 
do not think that it will amount to 
much,” 

The Chief Justice said the Su- 
preme Court was “as nearly up to 
date in the hearing of cases on our 
docket as is practicable.” 

“At this moment there are only 
about 24 cases on the docket 
(counting as one those cases 
which are brought together as a 
single controversy) in which juris- 
diction on appeal has heretofore 
been noted or writs of certiorari 
have been granted.” 

Wickersham’s Speech. 

Wickersham, who 1s also presi- 
dent of the institute, said, in open- 
in gits ninth annual session, thaf 
he felt the time had come for an 
intensive study and clarification of 
criminal law, and asked the insti- 
tute to undertake the work.

NORRIS SAYS PRIZE EDITORIAL 
ABOUT HIM INSULTS NEBRASKA 


“Sad Commentary on Intelligence 
of Any Committee That Finds 
Literary Merit.”

must depend on the attitude of the 
institutions caring for criminals 
and defectives and on the attitude 
of the State Governments.

establishment of a State-wide sys- 
tem for conservation of water pow- 
er, for flood control, for forest and 
game preservation, recreational 
grounds and parks and would give 
the State the right to generate 
electricity and sell it to utility 
companies. 
As outlined by Huebsch, the ven- 
ture would be without tax burden. 
The plan to generate and sell elec- 
tricity to utility companies would 
be paid for by a bond issue, which, 
: in turn would be redeemed by in- 
a come from the industry. The act 
* would be subject to a State-wide 
fs referendum in 1932.
